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MP Lady man 
blasts XCC's 
vanity project'

THANET SOUTH MP 
Steve Ladyman has laun¬ 
ched a scathing attack on 
the county council’s online 
TV project. 

Speaking in London, Dr Ladyman 
described Kent TV as a “vanity pro¬ 
ject” paid for at the expense of Kent’s 
elderly. 

The MP brought up the subject in 
the House of Commons, asking the 
Leader of the House: “Is my Rt Hon 
Friend aware that Kent County 
Council have just spent £600,000 
setting up a TV channel of its own 
while at the same time putting up 
home-care charges for older people in 
order to raise £600,000? 

“There is no better supporter of the 
principle of devolving responsibility 
for local matters to local councils 
than me, but shouldn’t the House 
have a debate to allow us to expose 
the way that Tory councils like KCC 
abuse that power?” 

He later added: “KCC have demon¬ 
strated crass insensitivity They con¬ 
stantly tell us they are short of 
money, but the reality is they find 
money to employ more PR people 
than 10 Downing Street, to pay their 
top officers more than the Prime 
Minister, and to pay for vanity pro¬ 
jects like a TV channel. 

“Older people are paying for KCC’s 
vanity and it’s not right.”

“It spoiled Mr Nichols’s annual 
holiday, which he was due to start the 
following day.”

exchange isn’t suitable for laying 
them. As a football club we’re finding 
there’s a shortage of pitches. We’re 
anticipating that over the next couple 
of years we’re going to need more 
pitches, not less.” 

He added: ‘We’re lucky. Ramsgate’s a 
big club and we’ve made great contacts 
with the council over the years so we 
get a sort of priority booking on Jackey 


Bakers for the youth matches, but a 
number of other clubs don’t get that 
and are having trouble booking pitches. 

“So other teams are just as annoyed 
about it as we are, everyone is strug¬ 
gling to get pitches.” 

‘We’re all fighting over a dwindling 
pool of resources.” 

A Thanet council spokesman, said: 
“A land swap is taking place at Jackey 
Bakers. While the shape of Jackey 


Bakers will change, there will be no 
loss of pitches. 

“Although part of the site is being 
taken up by the new road, the council 
has acquired a field and scrubland to 
the northern side of Jackey Bakers of 
roughly the same size.

Disasters on way, warns minister 


AN EARTHQUAKE in Broad- 
stairs, floods in Margate, crum¬ 
bling cliffs... Thanet is going to 
be a highly dangerous place 
to live, according to a self- 
proclaimed prophet. 

Joseph Johnes is the pastor of his own 
ministry, the Ministry of Lord Jesus, and 
says he has been having revelatory 
visions about everything from the 
Madeleine McCann abduction case to the 
recent troubles in Burma. 

Thanet, he warns, is in danger because 
it’s an “important place”. 

Mr Johnes, 49, told Yourthanet that he 
sees important things unfolding while 
praying in his Newington home and that 
Jesus visits him in person to impart wis¬ 
dom and warn him of important events. 

He points to October 6, 2006, as one 
such instance and has produced his own 
documents detailing how Satan threw “a 
net of evil over Europe” around that time.

And on the morning of January 3 this 
year, Mr Johnes had a vision involving an 
earthquake that will strike Broadstairs. 
In it, buildings will collapse and people 
will die. 

More recently, Mr Johnes had two 
visions of cliffs cracking and earthquakes 
striking the island. 

He also says he predicted this year’s 
flooding in Ramsgate High Street, detail¬ 
ing his vision in a diary and showing his 
friends the next day. 

“They were very, very surprised,” he said. 

Premonitions 

Margate, meanwhile, is due a great 
flood spilling over the sea defences, 
according to Mr Johnes. 

The pastor and his family settled in 
Ramsgate in 2000 by way of Broadstairs, 
Bielefield in Germany and Tamil Nadu, 
India, where he was born. 


But it was in Thanet that he started to 
see premonitions - and they were so 
strong that he documented them using 
Microsoft Word and the programme’s 
ClipArt function. 

Mr Johnes sees the visions shortly after 
he has prayed or during prayer - they 
come to him as if he is watching television. 

After probably his most accurate vision 
- it came last year and showed trouble in 
Burma - he wrote to the United Nations 
to voice his fears for the region. 

Of the Madeleine McCann investigation, 
he said: ‘Her father is the important one 
here. I have been praying for them both.” 

Mr Johnes says he finds it hard to put 
exact dates to his visions and is even 
unsure why he has been chosen to 
receive the images. 

“I don’t know why I have these visions, 
but I know it is all planned for me,” he 
said. “I think it is because I have given up 
my life for the Lord. 

“The things I see are usually in Thanet. 
It is a blessed place.”

However, it may not be jingle all 
the way as the early start to the 
festivities has been attacked by 
environmental groups such as 
Friends of the Earth. 

Patrick Jarman and his brother 
Will are the group’s Thanet co¬ 
ordinators. 

Patrick said: ‘Why is it that 
Westwood Cross have announced 
such an early switch-on date for 
their Christmas lights - isn’t this 
just irresponsible behaviour? 

“This is at a time when govern¬ 
ments throughout the world are 
looking for big business to set the 
example in attempts to curb the 
acceleration of climate change. 

“What is the need for us to see 
these energy-hungry decorations 


so early, and why are the owners 
of Westwood Cross not looking at 
ways to decrease this consump¬ 
tion via readily available green 
technologies?” 

However, the shopping centre’s 
manager David Cross said efforts 
were being made to reduce energy 
consumption. 

‘We are committed to reducing 
our carbon footprint,” he said. 

“Fortunately we have been able 
to select many LED lights for our 
displays this year which have a 
far lower electricity consumption 
than the traditional standard fila¬ 
ment variety. 

“Christmas is about fun and 
entertainment for our customers, 
and displays of lights are estab¬ 
lished as a traditional part of 
those festivities. 

“However, the Westwood Cross 
team is constantly reviewing and 
evaluating the environmental 
impact of all of its services and we 
always welcome suggestions.”

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Smoking taxi 
drivers fined 

TWO drivers have been fined for smok¬ 
ing in their work vehicles.

GRAFITTI on the island is sapping 
so many public resources that there 
are increasing calls for a dedicated 
wall to help combat the problem. 

Tackling graffiti, in particular tagging, has 
cost Thanet council £29,500 this financial year 
alone. 

Workers employed by the council have 
already removed graffiti from some 650 sites. 

The idea of a ‘taggers’ wall’ was put forward 
at this month’s unveiling of David Chip- 
perfield’s design for the Turner Contemporary, 
when a member of the public asked the panel if 
they thought one should be included in the 
plans. 

The questioner said: “Many of the young peo¬ 
ple in this area have very little to do and have 
been expressing themselves through graffiti. 

“It may not seem artistic all the time, but 
nevertheless it’s their way of expressing them¬ 
selves.”

Her question was met with an impromptu 
round of applause. 

Victoria Pomery, director of Turner Con¬ 
temporary, said: “On the issue of giving people 
a wall, then if we do, they won’t want to use 
that wall.” 

Video clip website YouTube hosts many clips 
showcasing Thanet’s graffiti, while tagging in 
places such as the car park near Arlington 
House and in public toilets is rife. 

Although she would not go as far as to back a 
graffiti wall at the Turner Contemporary, Iris 
Johnston, who is Thanet councillor for Central 
Margate, has seem the positive effects such 
schemes can have. 

“At the Sure Start centre on the Millmead 
estate the children engaged in a supervised 
graffiti project and did a brilliant job painting 
the hoardings led by a graffiti artist,” she said. 

‘Young people who want to draw need some 


scope to express themselves and although it 
might not be suitable at the Turner - I’m not 
sure that site would lend itself to that - there 
are other places in Thanet that might be suit¬ 
able.” 

Miss Pomery also pointed to the work that 
Turner Contemporary was doing to engage 
with Thanet’s youth. 

Students from King Ethelbert School in 
Birchington had been among those to visit the 
studios of Mr Chipperfield and were taking 
part in an Inspiring Spaces project. 

She said: “We work with a lot of young people 
already and those who have seen our pro¬ 
grammes develop over the last few years will be 
aware of that. We have run a lot of drop-in 
workshops where young people can express 
themselves through art projects. 

“I’d like to think a lot of the time we are work¬ 
ing closely with young people. Yes, we have a 
long way to go, but it’s about how we are doing 
it and how we develop our relationships with 
them.”

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PETITION: Violet Avenue residents are afraid that it won't be long until someone is hurt on their road 

Is short cut 
a fast lane 

to injury? 


RESIDENTS of a Ramsgate road 
that is being used as a short cut 
say it is only a matter of time 
before someone gets hurt. 

Concerns over the traffic levels in Violet 
Avenue, Northwood, have prompted the 
road’s residents to start a petition in the hope 
that it will make the authorities address the 
problem. 

Local MP Stephen Ladyman handed the 
petition to the county council’s highways 
department more than a month ago on their 
behalf. 

The residents say the volume of traffic 
using Violet Avenue is making their lives a 
misery and that the once-quiet road has 
become increasingly busy due to vehicles 
using it as a short cut to nearby industrial 
estates, schools, retail parks and the 
Westwood Cross shopping centre. 

Resident Serena Wood, said: “If nothing is 
done, someone is going to get killed. I’ve lived 
here for 20 years, but it’s getting ridiculous 
now. 

“I have two grandchildren and I’m petrified 
they’ll get run over if this continues. 

“Even workmen who have been in the 
street during the last few weeks have signed

the petition because they agree that it’s so 
dangerous.” 

Neighbour Elisa Keen added: “The traffic is 
horrendous. Westwood Cross has made it 
worse. I think we need the road blocking off 
at one end.” 

Northwood councillor Elizabeth Green 
said: “Traffic issues here are not being 
addressed. The problem is that the council 
keeps putting in developments without look¬ 
ing at the bigger picture. 

“All three emergency services have told me 
they have problems getting through this 
area.” 

Cllr Green added that the proposal to also 
move Thanet College to Westwood “will 
create an awful lot of problems”. 

The county council’s Phil Scrivener con¬ 
firmed that the petition was received on 
Tuesday, September 27. 

He said that Kent Highway Services had 
sent a letter of acknowledgment to Dr 
Ladyman the same day. 

The petition is being investigated and will 
be presented to the next Thanet members 
meeting, which is due to take place in 
January next year.

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Police question motorists 
after A2 death smash 


THE search for information concerning the 
death of Julia White continues. 

On Friday, police held road checks on the 
road where the Margate mother was killed in 
a crash on the A2 near Lydden a week before¬ 
hand. 

The mother-of-five was a passenger in a red 
Ford Escort travelling towards Canterbury 
at the time of the accident on Friday, October 
19, at about 7.50pm. 

It is thought a lorry collided with the car, 
killing Mrs White and badly injuring her 
18-year-old son, Mark, and a 22-year-old man 
known only as Jamie, who was driving. The 
pair remain in hospital. 

The lorry left the scene without stopping, 
and police stopped more than 300 cars 
during checks, hoping to jog the memory of 
motorists who may have been on the road at 
the time. 

Mrs White’s ex-husband, Kevin White, has 
appealed for witnesses to come forward. He 
says he and the children are “desperate to 
find out who caused the accident”.

Repeat drink-driver is 
facing three-year ban 


LABOURER Robert Watts vowed 
to give up drinking after he was 
found at the wheel of a car having 
drunk five cans of beer. 

He also promised to get a driving licence, but 
Thanet magistrates heard he fell off the wagon 
in spectacular circumstances - and he is now 
looking at a three-year driving ban. 

Officers saw Watts, 22, pull up outside his 
home in Chichester Road, Ramsgate, at the 
wheel of a Ford Mondeo. 

When they asked him for his licence he said: 
“No, Guv, I haven’t got a licence. You might as 
well take the car away.” 

They breath-tested him and found he had 58 
microgrammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
his breath. The legal limit is 35 microgrammes 
of alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath. 

Previously Watts had been banned for two 
years. 

Scott Neilson, defending, said: “He knows he 
has been extremely stupid. He bought the car 
because he got work in Canterbury. 

“He couldn’t afford public transport, so he 
bought a car in complete disregard for the road 
traffic laws. He bitterly regrets what he has 
done because as a result he has lost his job. 

“He went back to a friend’s home and had 
five cans. Ironically the friend lives 10 min¬ 
utes’ walk away from his house.” 

The case was adjourned until November 16 
for probation reports to be prepared. In the 
meantime Watts was given an intermediate 
driving ban after admitting drink-driving and 
having no licence and no insurance.

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Investment helps beat 
off the credit crunch

REGENERATION and expansion 
projects across Kent have helped 
stave off a disastrous ‘credit 
crunch’ - leaving the county’s prop¬ 
erty market in a healthy condition. 

The positive outlook was presented in the 
annual Kent Property Market Report, 
unveiled at a breakfast event at the new 
Princes Park stadium in Dartford. 

The report noted the effect of town redevel¬ 
opment schemes and increased transport 
links across the county. 

It is thought such investment in the county 
has kept Kent’s medium- to long-term prospects 
stable in the face of global concerns over the 
build-up of debt in the UK and America. 

Opening the breakfast meeting on Thursday, 
the county council’s regeneration chief, Roger 
Gough, said: “The regeneration across Kent is 
providing a major boost to the county. 

“There are also many more developments 
planned, including transport links that will 
open Kent up to the wider national and inter¬ 
national markets. 

“This report highlights the progress being 
made and the potential going forward. Working 
with organisations such as Locate in Kent, we 
are committed to helping businesses maximise 
the potential of the area and seize the opportu¬ 
nities presented in the coming years.” 

The report suggests that the billion-pound 
investment in Kent’s major redevelopment 
projects had filtered through to smaller 
businesses. 

At Chatham Maritime two office buildings 
were sold for more than £20 million; in 
Ashford, Quadrant Estates completed the 
office development of Northdown at Eureka 
Park with almost 1,600 sq m sold; and the 
expanding Kings Hill site at West Mailing 


experienced a flurry of activity, with almost 
20,000 sq m of transactions agreed. 

Established business parks across the coun¬ 
ty have seen considerable expansion, while 
office rental growth as a whole has maintained 
a stable position compared with elsewhere in 
the South East during the last 10 years. 

Bill Siegle, the head of Cluttons commerical 
division, which presented the report, said: 
“Transport links and developments in the 
Thames Gateway have been the catalysts for 
the area’s regeneration and we are seeing good 
levels of investment across the county. 

“Developments at business parks including 
Chatham Maritime and Eureka Park in 
Ashford, and new facilities in Folkestone, 
Dover and Margate are just a handful of 
examples. These are exciting times for Kent.” 

Survival 

Paul Wookey, chief executive of Locate in 
Kent, said: “Growth in employees in Kent 
between 1998 and 2005 was more than 15 per 
cent, compared with 9.8 per cent in the South 
East and 8.8 per cent in the UK. 

“VAT registrations in Kent are above South 
East and UK figures, as are survival rates of 
new companies. 


“The report shows there is a good supply of 
office space at affordable prices. We expect the 
demand for offices to increase - and we are 
ready and able to service this demand.” 

Increased transport links will further stabilise 
the property market by making Kent more 
accessible to both London and the Continent. 

The imminent opening of Ebbsfleet interna¬ 
tional station will launch new services across 
the South East and beyond. 

With the start of new high-speed domestic 
services in 2009, it will take just 17 minutes to 
travel from Ebbsfleet international to London 
St Pancras, 37 minutes from Ashford, and just 
over an hour from Folkestone to the City. 

The level of business activity has had a 
knock-on effect in the retail, leisure and 
tourism sectors, with spending steadily 
improving throughout 2006 and into this year. 

Developments in these areas are under way, 
with plans for hotels to be built in Folkestone, 
Canterbury and Rochester; a leisure complex 
at Westwood Cross in Thanet which includes a 
cinema, bingo and casino centre; and new 
restaurants and a mixed-use development at 
Folkestone harbour.

Simple measures to help 
keep your children safe 

ROAD safety chiefs have urged parents to 
warn their children of the increased danger 
of walking or cycling as the evenings get 
darker. 

Ringway, Kent County Council’s highways 
maintenance company, said youngsters 
should always wear or carry something 
bright which will show up in car headlights 
now that the clocks have gone back. 

Dave Campbell, the company’s health 
and safety manager, said: “The autumn and 
winter months are traditionally the times 
of year when the number of road accidents 
involving children peaks. There are a num¬ 
ber of very simple measures children can 
take to ensure their safety - the most basic 
of which is to ensure that can easily be seen 
in the dark or bad weather.” 

He added that they should also always 
use pedestrian and zebra crossings, sub¬ 
ways and footbridges - as children often 
cross in dangerous places rather than walk 
a few extra metres to a dedicated crossing. 

Mr Campbell said: “Councils invest signif¬ 
icant amounts of money in installing and 
maintaining crossings close to schools and it 
is vital that children understand the import¬ 
ance of using them to protect themselves.”

I love fireworks, but don't 
let men too near to them 


I LOVE fireworks. We are lucky 
enough to get plenty of them 
throughout the summer months 
around the Thanet coast. Oh, I do 
like to be beside the seaside... 

I am not so keen on the November firework 
season. It is a scaiy time of year, and I am not 
referring to Halloween. It is the sale of these 
explosives to the public which worries me most. 

Every year hundreds of people, mostly chil¬ 
dren, are injured by fireworks. Very young 
children are vulnerable and often involved in 
accidents with sparklers. 

I will let you into a secret. I think it may be 
a little-known fact that it is illegal for people 
under the age of 18 to be handling fireworks, 
throwing them around, igniting them in the 
street, that sort of thing. 

It is dangerous, too. Many times I have been 
fearful, wondering if a stray rocket will head in 
my direction, as I walk to work in the morning. 
I do not think I’m being over-dramatic. 

Pyrotechnics bring out all the worst quali¬ 


ties in a man. A few years ago I banned my 
own husband from buying fireworks after a 
‘display in our back garden. You know men 
think size is important: he only bought one 
firework and it was big, BIG, BIG! 

The scene: our backyard, two small children, 
baby in his bouncy chair, and me. Hubby lit the 
fuse and we waited - a moment later the chil¬ 
dren were screaming, I grabbed the baby and 
we rushed in doors in terror. 

It was an explosion: the noise, the bright¬ 
ness, the smoke and ash. It was like being 
underneath an Apollo launch pad. With the 
doors shut, we were too scared to even go near 
the windows - there was no fun in that. 

The next day everything outside was covered 
in black debris and ash. A thick layer reminis¬ 
cent of that left behind after the meteorite which 
wiped out the dinosaurs, 65 million years ago. 

That clay layer, containing extraterrestrial 
iridium, has been found all over the world, the 
crater being in South America. Our ash layer 
can be dated to the early 21st century, Margate, 
and covered a fair amount of Bath Road. 

I did find enough of the packaging, however, to 


discover we should have been at least 10 meters 
away. That is, somewhere down the street. 

All I can say is that it is further evidence 
that men need tape measures - they can not 
guess lengths (the fisherman’s tale; seven 
inches; give a man an inch and he will think 
he’s a ruler, that sort of thing). 

As fireworks are so expensive, the best dis¬ 
plays will always be those put on as part of a 
big organised event. Even at organised events, 
accidents do happen and rockets do go in the 
wrong direction. So I generally stand near the 
back of the crowd. You might spot me, I will be 
wearing full protective, fireproof clothing. 

If you love fireworks, there are plenty of oppor¬ 
tunities to see them around Thanet. For the past 
three years I have been to watch the fireworks 
at Chilton School in Ramsgate. As well as indoor 
entertainment for the children, there has been 
an added bonus: from the playground we get a 
good view of the other nearby displays.

While Thanet Conservatives 
indulge in photo opportunities 
showing them spending a few 
minutes picking up litter, their 
awful record of lack of action on 
fly-tipping is on the streets for all 
to see - residents and visitors 
alike. 

Other councils in Kent have 
successfully managed the 
problem, and incidents range 
from just 575 a year in Tunbridge 
Wells to 2,708 in Swale. 

Here there were 12,746 
incidents last year and the 
figures are still rising. 

Lack of intelligent action to deal 
with the problem has resulted in 
a £538,000 bill for Thanet 
taxpayers just to collect and 
dispose of fly-tipped rubbish. 

It is known that problems are 
centred on household black-bag 
waste in or around properties 
with poor storage facilities. 

There is a particular problem in 
the central areas of Margate and 
Ramsgate, where a combination 
of terraced houses, multiple 
occupation and gulls create our 
major rubbish problems. 

Other councils have installed 
street bins for these properties 
and encouraged residents to use 
the bins for household and 
recyclable waste. 

While Thanet council wheels 
out the wheelie bins in the easier 
places, they are ignoring these 
problem areas. 

It is time it stopped wasting 
taxpayers’ money and started 
taking action.

Viggo's walk 
on wild side

IF you’re looking for the definition 
of a brave actor then look no fur¬ 
ther than Viggo Mortensen. Not 
only does the Lord Of The Rings 
star perform one of the most 
graphic and violent fight scenes in 
his latest movie, he does it com¬ 
pletely starkers. 

What’s more, it was entirely his decision to 
brawl bare in gangster flick Eastern Promises. 

“The scene takes place in a steam bath 
where I get attacked by two guys so it would 
have been silly to have a towel on,” explains 
Viggo. “This is a realistic and gritty movie so to 
have a scene where you’re trying to avoid see¬ 
ing someone’s body would have been just 
dumb,” he said. 

Directed by David Cronenberg, Viggo adds 
that he couldn’t have done the scene without 
the controversial film-maker. 

“I also worked with him on A History of 
Violence and feel very safe with him,” he 
added. if We understand each other.” 

The fight scene further establishes Viggo’s 
reputation as one of the most fearless actors 
around. Not content with baring all for the 
camera, the star, who has just turned 49, also 
took on the might of the Russian Mafia for the 
movie. 

In the film, Viggo plays the mysterious 
Russian-born Nikolai Luzhin, a driver for one 
of London’s organised crime families. His care¬ 
fully maintained existence is suddenly turned 
upside down when his path crosses with Anna 
(Naomi Watts), a midwife trying to find out the 
background of a Russian teenager who died 
giving birth. 


VIEW THIS PREVIEW 
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Though the film is shot on location in 
London, Viggo took himself off to Russia for 
several weeks, where he learned the language 
and met some of the country’s most disrep¬ 
utable mob men. 

The committed actor also spent a painstak¬ 
ing four hours in make-up having 43 tempo¬ 
rary tattoos transferred onto his body, ranging 
from a tiger, stars, skulls, daggers, a scorpion, 
a sailing ship, the Virgin Mary and a huge cru¬ 
cifix emblazoned across his chest. 

“Some of the tattoos were humorous and 
some were quite poetic,” said Viggo. “On the 
instep of my right foot one said Where are you 
going?’ on the instep of the other foot another 
said ‘What the hell do you care?”’ 

Despite his huge success, not to mention sex 
symbol status, Viggo is still one of the most ret¬ 
icent movie stars around. 

Rarely seen on the red carpet, the actor lives

away from the limelight on a vast ranch, where 
his 18-year-old son Henry from his marriage to 
singer Exene Cervenka is a regular visitor. 

Viggo even managed to maintain his closely 
guarded privacy after his phenomenal success 
as Aragorn in Lord of the Rings, and remains 
typically laid back about the life-changing role. 

“I think I just got lucky,” he said of the epic 
trilogy. 

And though he’s no doubt busy immersing 
himself on other worlds in preparation for 
future roles, the enigmatic star hasn’t ruled 
out the possibility of Aragorn’s return. 

“I heard talk of a Hobbit film and, yes I’m 
curious about it,” he said. “I don’t know where 
Aragorn would fit into that, but if it happens 
then Peter Jackson would be the best person 
to direct it.”

Beeny knows the best 
way to climb the ladder

“THIS might sound terrible,” says 
Sarah Beeny. “But when I say to 
someone ‘keep the colours neutral’, 
it’s because they have terrible taste!” 

It’s just one of the little nuggets of truth the 
presenter and homes guru throws into the 
conversation when talking about Property 
Ladder. She’s certainly had enough time to 
collect some anecdotes too, the hugely 
successful Channel 4 series has been in almost 
full-time production since 2001. 

And now it is back on Tuesday nights with 
the first of the new series airing last night. 

There are no signs of Sarah getting tired of the 
format, however, as she is more excited about 
the new series than any of the past offerings. 
The main reason is the unusual conversions 
which make up many of the renovation projects. 

“Every year, the shows really do get better,” 
she said. ‘When I think back to the first couple 
of series, they were fairly unexciting 
developments. They were fun at the time, of 
course, but it was all pretty conventional stuff, 
and obvious. 

“This series has some more unusual 
properties. I’ve got a lot more to say about 
them as well, new things to say, as we haven’t 
done these types of houses on the show before.” 

Regardless of what the development is, 
though, the Reading-native maintains the 
principles of all property renovation remain 
the same. 

“I think in any business, the ultimate goal 
has to be profit. Any business that takes its 
eye off the bottom line will go bust. You hear 
that time and time again. 

“Profit has to drive everything you do, but 
that’s not to say it’s the only thing that matters.

You also must enjoy the process of making the 
profit and enjoy the product,” she said. 

As well as revealing a number of truths 
about the show - Sarah likes some developers 
a lot more than others, doesn’t understand 
why people attempt renovations on limited 
budgets and questions some of the decisions 
made - there are also a number of 
misconceptions about the programme that 
she’s only too happy to put straight. 

“People always say no-one listens to my 
advice on the programme, but they do, you just 


don’t see or notice it. If someone is agreeing 
with me or doing something well, then it isn’t 
an issue and we don’t talk about it. I’m not 
going to keep asking someone whether they’re 
agreeing with me or not!” 

Also, contrary to popular belief, Sarah is not 
constantly with child. She can go from her 
normal svelte self to looking like she’s seconds 
away from birth in the space of a scene, but 
that’s due to the way in which the shows are 
filmed. They’re made over the course of a year, 
sometimes more, capturing the presenter at 
different stages of her two pregnancies. 

‘Yes, it looks like I’m always pregnant. I can’t 
believe I’ve only got two,” she said. “It feels like 
I’ve got about six from watching the shows 
back. But certain developments go better 
together in a programme than others, so the 
bosses choose different ones.” 

Away from Property Ladder, which is 
basically an extension of her day job as a 
practising property developer (along with her 
husband and brother, she owns a development 
company), Sarah is a keen matchmaker to her 
friends. 

This later turned into another job when she 
and a group of friends set up 
mysinglefriend.com, an online dating site 
where friends describe their single pals, rather 
than having singletons describing themselves. 

It’s now a well-known, established site, but it 
could see Sarah becoming the new Cilia when 
she fronts a dating show next year. 

“We did a pilot last year, but it wasn’t 
particularly successful,” she says. ‘We’re up and 
running again now though, so watch this space. 
Dating show formats are hard to come up with 
and are inevitably compared to Blind Date, 
but we think we’ve found the amber nectar.”

Thailand's creature comforts

NOT only was it my first time as 
an artist’s assistant, but my 
master had a worldwide 
reputation to uphold - and he just 
happened to be an elephant. 

Deep in the jungles of northern Thailand, I 
was handing over paints to a 17ft Asian 
elephant called Kongkam, who created a 
subliminal piece in a matter of minutes. 

The finished piece of work was the most 
treasured memento gathered during an eight- 
day trip to Thailand. 

Far from the gimmick I feared it might be, a 
day at Maesa Elephant Camp, near Chiang 
Mai, was simply wonderful. 

After an hour of stroking and patting the 
assembled elephants and learning how to sit 
on these massive creatures without tumbling 
off, we embarked on a stroll up the steep 
muddy hill which offered spectacular views of 
the surrounding countryside. 

After a day of getting mucky at the camp, it 
was time to return to our nearby solace of 
decadence - the Mandarin Oriental Devi 
Dhara. Spread over 60 acres, this recently 
completed $80 million hotel was quite 
something. 

The concept is that of an ancient city - in 
microcosm - one you cross a moat and pass 
through high walls to enter. 

The ornate temples and Lanna influenced 
Thai structures have been painstakingly

recreated and are incredibly impressive. 

Rooms vary from colonial style suites 
overlooking the pool to the more traditional 
Thai villas which look out over the hotel’s own 
paddy fields. Some even have their own 
swimming pools. The whole set up is 
undoubtedly impressive but feels slightly 
surreal, a million miles from the chaos of 
Chiang Mai, a few miles down the road. The 
opulence is fabulous, but it is nice to get out and 
about and spend at least one evening in town. 

Having said that, the food in Le Grand 


Lanna could be enough to keep you within the 
hotel, with its subtle flavours and delicacies. 

One of the hotel’s highlights is the Dheva 
spa, set on its own in the grounds and offering 
a spectacular array of treatments. 

Spas are something Thailand’s best hotels 
do very well. At our second location, the Sila 
Evason Hideaway on the island of Ko Samui, 
you can have your treatment in the open air, 
looking out to sea and listening to the waves as 
you enjoy a deep tissue massage. 

Each room has a stunning view looking out 
across the Gulf of Siam and the other islands 
nearby. In fact, everywhere you go on the 20- 
acre site has a spectacular outlook. 

The rooms themselves cannot be faulted. 
Each one is split-level and most have an 
infinity pool where you can splash about, 
again admiring the view. 

Thailand is a place of contrasts and nowhere 
is that more apparent than moving from the 
laid-back islands to the frenetic pace of 
Bangkok. 

The city, home to nine million people, is 
hectic, dirty, noisy and centred along the 
snaking Chao Praya river. It feels busy with 
people scurrying about their daily lives, while 
tourists gawp at the stunning Grand Palace 
and take advantage of the excellent shopping. 

We stayed at the Peninsula Hotel, perched 
on the river, and enjoyed some of the best Thai 
food of the trip. 

I went to Thailand with many pre-conceived 
and rather stereotypical ideas about what I 
would find. It surpassed them all and, a little 
heavier, I returned to the UK ready to plan my 
next trip.

Lords ruling teaches 
important land lessons 

A HOUSE OF LORDS case has high¬ 
lighted the importance of leaving not¬ 
hing to chance when buying a property. 

It confirmed the 2006 decision of the 
Court of Appeal that when a piece of 
land is landlocked (it has no right of 
access over adjoining land so cannot be 
lawfully accessed by its owner), there is 
no automatic right to have a right of way 
‘of necessity 5 over adjoining land. 

The case involved land bought from a 
landowner who had originally retained it 
when he sold adjoining land to the council. 

The landowner had failed to negotiate 
any right of access across the land sold, 
leaving the retained land landlocked. 

Since at the time of the original sale 
there had been no common intention 
there should be a right of access over the 
land sold, the Lords declined to grant a 
right of way. 

Nicholas Kingsley Smith, of Kingsley 
Smith Solicitors LLP, said: “This case 
illustrates how important it is to be care¬ 
ful when dealing with transactions in 
land. The absence of the right to access 
the land means that to access his land, 
the landowner will need to negotiate 
from a position of considerable weakness 
with one of the adjoining landowners to 
secure a right of way.”

He said: “The Conservatives are purely spec¬ 
ulating that the information from last year’s 
trials [of HIPS] is negative. 

‘While I can confirm that we have not receiv¬ 
ed the results, anecdotal evidence suggests to 
us the feedback will be broadly positive. 

“The Conservative reaction is just the usual

politicking and scaremongering that we 
have come to expect from them about HIPs.” 

The packs are designed to speed-up the 
home-buying process by making sure the sell¬ 
er has information about their property ready 
before starting to market the property for sale. 

The packs include the following documents: 

• An index of contents 

• A sale statement summarising terms of sale 

• A New Homes Warranty, where appropriate 

• Evidence of title for registered properties 

• An Energy Performance Certificate 

The following documents are also compulso¬ 
ry, but they can be added to the pack later if 
there are delays in obtaining them: 


• Evidence of title for unregistered properties 

• Searches, ie local authority enquiries and a 
drainage and water search 

• Where appropriate, commonhold inform¬ 
ation including a copy of the commonhold 
community statement 

• Where appropriate, leasehold information 
including a copy of the lease, information 
on service charges and insurance 

Mr Ockenden said the HIPS initiative must 
now be followed through by the Government. 

He said: “This is why it is so frustrating that 
Government has not completed the roll-out of 
HIPs. We have seen the market settle down 
well in the roll-out of HIPs for four- and three- 
bedroom homes and feedback to date has been 
very positive.”

3.0-litre diesel, with a comparatively modest 
seven-second sprint time, smooth running and 
an average of around 35-40mpg. 

Whichever you go for though, a slick-shifting 
seven-speed auto ‘box adds to the refined 
feel of the car and can be set in ‘sport’ or

rather than holding onto gears for maximum 
acceleration.

Move to bring freight 
back to Channel Tunnel 

EUROTUNNEL has decided to halve 
the cost of taking freight through the 
Channel Tunnel. The move is in a bid to 
bring traffic away from the ferries. 

The average toll for a train of freight 
will be £3,000 from the start of next year, 
down from the current £6,000. 

Eurotunnel’s freight business has fall¬ 
en over recent years, down from 3million 
tonnes in 1997 to just over lm this year. 
The company blamed the fall on a grow¬ 
ing lack of competitiveness in relation to 
the ferry companies - partly caused by 
its increased security costs. 

A spokesman said the reduced prices 
had “considerable potential” to reverse 
its downward trend of rail freight.

Danger lurking in the 

MATTHEW DUGDALE, of Kingsley Smith Solicitors, 
explains why taking up the role of non-executive director 
could leave you with more than you bargained for... 



THE thought of a nice cosy non¬ 
executive directorship (NED) may 
be appealing for some people, and 
certainly in the past many were 
regarded as undemanding stipends. 

However, the role of non-executives is being 
increasingly put under the microscope when 
companies fail and legislation coming in this 
month further ups the ante for NEDs. 

This much is well known. 

What is less well known is that even where 
the appointment to the board is unofficial, the 
same dangers are present. 

The risk of being considered a shadow direc¬ 
tor depends on your role in the company. If you 
act as a director - in the sense that your 


instructions or directions are normally acted 
upon by the company - you are for some pur¬ 
poses in the same legal position as ‘proper’ 
directors of the company. 

People in this position are known as ‘shadow 
directors’. 

Unfortunately for such people, danger lurks 
in shadow directorships because the main way 
in which their position resembles that of 
actual directors is they can share the civil 
liabilities of other directors in the event of a 
corporate insolvency. 

This may lead to them being required to con¬ 
tribute funds to pay creditors of the company if 
it becomes insolvent. 

They also face the possibility of being disqual¬ 
ified from acting as a director by the Depart¬ 
ment of Trade and Industry, where their con¬ 


duct warrants such a ruling. 

If you are asked to be a non-executive direc¬ 
tor or to participate at the decision-making 
level of a company’s management as a consult¬ 
ant or advisor, take care - especially if the 
company is in financial difficulty. 

Recently, a shadow director of a company 
was ordered to repay more than £850,000 plus 
compound interest after the company with 
which he was involved went into insolvent liq¬ 
uidation. 

For a shadow director, ignorance of one’s 
responsibilities is no defence. 

Directors who fail to take actions to protect 
the interests of shareholders or who behave 
improperly can face significant penalties. 

The best advice is always to seek legal advice 
before you take the plunge.
